Oae Skyhawk air- 
eraft, wo helicopters and several 
armoured vehicies were lost — 
agtin, below what was anticipated. 

The PLO the IDF fought in 
Lehanon was not a disorganized, ift- 
equipped band of guerrillas. They 
were well organized with a defined 
command structure. They were well 
fortified and adequately trained, 
They had artillery which was the 
best the Sovicts had to offer. They

missiles, They had tanks — albeit

More so than anything we have seen 
since 1973. The radiv stations 
played martial music und provided 
an incessant flaw of information. 
Most of it confusing. Darling 
children and their mothers set up 
those little makeshift kiosks at key 
junctions and served over-sweel 
lemonade to passing soldiers. 
Trucks by the thousand made travel 
to and from the North a nightmire 
and the skies were never quiet. 
There was a cull-up that took 
countless fathers and sons from 
their homes, teachers from their 
clusses, clerks [rom their desks. 


ISRAEL HAS just fought its sixth 
war — fifth if you don’t count the 
war of attrition as a real war. 

It was a defined war in terms of its 
goals, but confused as to what 
course it might take. There was no 
clear reading of what the Syrian 
reaction would be. Nor could 
America's reaction be predicted 
with any certainty. 

There was even some debate in 
Israe] — both before the war and 
during its early stages — as to what 
exactly oughl to be achieved. Once 
the army had done its proclaimed 
job the debate was even more ‘in- 
tense on the question of how to han- 
dle the Syrian question. There were 
minimealists and maximalists on both 
issues. The one single point on 
which there was ἃ consensus was 
that the situation regarding the 
Lebunese front. was critical, and 
demanded a radical solution. 

Operation Peace for Galilee — a 
hame so cumbersome in English 
that it has litue chance of being 
remembered —- took meticulous 
planning. It was conducted from 
land, sen and air, calling for close 
coordination belween all branches 
of the IDF, The logistics of sustain- 
“ing a 70-km. thruat into enemy ter- 
ritory at lightning speed, are 
sawesome. Shells and fuel had to fo!- 

«low fhe:tanks into the field; ground 
‘farées. needed air suppri; and ar- 


---Lilery needed spatters. The navy hud

to courdinite with the ground 
forces. And the engineer and artil- 
lery corps had to work in tindem 
with the advaneing mechanized in- 
faniry and armour. They all needed 
ta communicate, und they all 
needed instant intelligence. And 
they all had to be kept track of by 
the commanders of the operation 
dozens of kilometres uway. 


THE MERE THOUGHT of 
managing the flow of data to enable 
clear decision-making is daunting. 
{t was all controlled from a modest 
room at ἃ northern army facility. 

Prime Minister Begin and 
Defence Minister Sharon werc 
there for the opening stages. The 
latter, in fact, hardly left the area 
except to attend a cabinet session or 
give a briefing. This; after all, was 
his war. He had wanted il, he had 
pushed for it, and he got it. Perhaps 
nol as much as he wanted, but at 
least what he wanted. He hud 
fought the cabinet for months and 
systematically won over sufficent 
support. 

{t was Arik's war — for good or iil 
—and he directed it, He was there 
in the command bunker almost all 
the time. He was present al even the 


_ Inost elementary military discus- 


sions. He did not intervene in them 
unless they were linked to policy. 
He left the actual management of 
the war to Chief of Staff Rafael 
Eitan and Aluf Amir Drori, the 
publicity-shy commander of the 
Northern front. 

Raful had a special interest in 
Operation Peace for Gatilee. His 
remarks are on public record. He 
believed thal the problem of the 
northern ‘frontier could only be 
resolved by massive military means, 
The air force was not engugh. The 
problem of the PLO in Lebanon had 
to be dealt with at source withoul 
compromise, 

Raful, dressed in coveralls, was 
never alone, Dozens of -aides 
swarmed sround his stocky figure. 
They followed him into his 
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helicopter as he flew out daily to 
visit commanders in the field. 11 was 
risky, hut personal coninet with his 
officers and men is Raful's hall- 
mark. Fhe command post wus clut- 
tered with brass. 

High-ranking officers on leave 
abroud came home and came there 
straight from the airport. Reserve 
generals, whose well-laundered un- 
iforms seemed too big for them, 
turned up in force. Towering over 
them all was Depuly Chief of Staff 
Moshe Levi this nickname is 
“Moshe-and-a-half'). The com- 
mand post was a combination of 
crisp, barked orders and whispered 
confidential information. The at- 
mosphere was businesslike but in- 
formal. Drivers and other very or- 
dinary soldiers rubbed shoulders 
with generals as if this were the 
most natural thing in the world. In 
one corner was the pool of ever- 
hungry journalists doing their ser- 
vice with the army spokesman’s of- 
fice. They lounged in the shade of 
the pine trees, only coming to life 
when someone appeared al the door 
of ἃ briefing room, only to tell them 
that there was nothing he could say. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S policy for 
the first three days was to tell 
Israclis nothing about the war other 
than what the Arabs and foreign 
correspondents were telling them. 
The policy was explained as the 
need to keep the enemy in the dark, 
something apparently more impor- 
tant than keeping Israelis in the 
know. : 

About keeping people in the know, 
there were some curious tales about 
people who went to extraordinary 
lengths to get their stories. 


A cable network news crew ar-_ 


rived in Jerusalem on Tuesday. 
Whut was unusual was that the crew 
was based in Beirut, and had arrived 
in Israel by accident. It appears that 
they hired a cab in Beirut to take 
them to the front line. At the sight 
of the first Israeli tank, however, the 
driver decided that he had had 


enough and made a unilateral deci- 
sion to head for home, leaving his 
passengers stranded. 

The Israeli tank commander who 
questioned them gave them lwo 
choices: the crew could walk south 
towards Rash Hanikra, or take 8 
ride on his tank. “We'll be on the 
outskirts of Beirut soon enough." 
he is reported to have told them. 
They chose the walk, und now have 
a problem about leaving Israel, not 
being in possession of a valid entry 
permit. 

But the rea) hero of this war is a 
CBS cameraman who destroyed as 
many rental cars us the IDF 
destroyed Syrian tanks. The first, a 
Peugeot 504, was hit by a Katyusha 
on Friday afternoon while he was 
unloading equipment. On Sunday 
he destroyed a second 504. He was 
driving between some Israeli tanks. 
getiing into the combat area 
through sheer gall und by urtful 
manipulation of the general confu- 
sion to his own advantage. He 
parked the car to shoot something 
and turned around just in time to 
watch it disintegrate under a hail of 
bullets. Car number three — again ἃ 
504 — went the next day: # tank 
drove over its engine. ; 

Since none of the vehicles was 1Π- 
sured for Lebanon, the 
cameraman's footage could prove 


ἴα be about the most expensive CBS 


has ever shot. But his story does not 
end there. On Tuesday he was 
reported lo have been captured by 
the PLO, shot at by the [DF while 
escaping his captors, and then lost 
in the confusion. His fate was un- 
known at the time of writing, but 
there is no doubt that he is alive and 
well — probably driving a Peugeot 
504, 


CONSIDERING how little the 
army. and the censor allowed the 
Israeli media to publish, the army 
spokesman seems to have made in- 
credible provisions for them. There 
were front-line correspondents 
from the three media attached to 
virtually every unit. Films and 
stories were flown in from the front, 
and: correspondents were ferried in 
and out. Two radio networks

New generation

SOMEWHERE in the hills south of the Lebanese border, the 
ghost of the Agranat Commission was laid to rest this week. 
The urmy that emerged from the Galilee along the three 


routes leading ucross the border bore not cven a slight resem- - 


blince to the ill-equipped, ill-maintained and ill-disciplined 
army described hy the government panel that investigated the 
blunders of the Yorn Kippur War. 

The army this week presented an extraordinary spectacle 
that was a refleclion not so much of Israels national character 
us of what most Israelis would like that character to comprise. 

Discipline, organization, neatness and altention to detail 
were manifest in the convoys that moved north in endless lines 
throughout the week. 

Convoy disvipline was superb. A lol of serious people had 
evidently given α lot of serivus thought to the problem of ef- 
liciently sending an army into battle along a limited network of 
narrow roads. Day and night, the convoys of trucks and tank- 
bearing trailers roared through uninterrupted. Instead of argu- 
Tents uver right-of-way nd traffic jams, military policemen at 
crossroads kept the well-orchestrated flow moving. ἢ 

The paucity of breakdowns indicated a high level of vehicle 
maintenunce. When mechanical trouble did occur, it was 
swiftly handled. Near Banius, for instance, a tank repair team 
could be seen lifting an engine out of a disabled tank at the 
side of the road and quickly replacing it with ἃ new one. 

The way a lung column of armoured personnel carriers 
parked at 4 border roadside, virtually bumper to bumper as if 
on parade, us the infantrymen waited for the altack order, said 
something about discipline. So did the way a tank unit spread 
out methodically as it crossed the border at Metulla in battle 
fornution, The enormous umount of equipment carried on the 
outside of the armoured vehicles was neatly strapped down. It 
was an army without dangling threads. 


EQUIPMENT was modern, not hund-me-down — at least not 
in the first-line units, In some of the later waves the half- 
{τᾶ κα and the men were older, but clearly still serviceable. 
The milk vans and other mobilized civilian vehicles seen in 
Previous wars and the motley collection of uniforms had no 
place in the army that went to war this week. 

It was a good-louking army whose size and latent power 
were stunning. Σ 

One could δι help feeling that the men who had shaped this 
kind of army knew also how to’ use it when the shooting 
Started, oles 

Before the shooting started, one was not inhibited about 
regarding the army moving inte battle as a spectucle and even 
looking for social insights. In its discipline and organization, 
this army was ahead of the nation; but the fact that it could be 
shaped suggested that the nation was coming UP behind it. 

In a Galilee hotel, where we were served breakfast by an al- 
Iractive waitress from the nearby development town of lk 
zor, the proprictor suid that a decade ago he had been ier 
find girls in Hatzor who were employable. “There are now lots 
of bright young people. One of my girls is even studying law. 

re is a new generation,” he said. , x

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WHEN DOES a problem become 
critical in [srael? 

That's an easy one. When it is 
said to be second in importance 
only to defence. This criterion was 
once applied to the problem of sub- 
standard education and why Yossi 
cannot read, Later it became the 
vogue to give pride of second place 
to the problem of the socio- 
economic gaps belween ethnic com-- 
munities, The latest vogue is to 
speak of yerida, the omigration of 
Jews from the Promised Land, as a 
problem of such miagoitude that its 
resolution would literally determine 
whether Israel is to live or die. 

One sure-fire give away of the im- 
portance attached to the problem of 
yerida is that it has triggered the 
almost unheard of: the resignation 
of a major Jewish Agency func- 
tionary, former secretary-gencral 
Shmuel Lahis, He, and the director- 
general of the World Zionist 
Organizatlon’s Controller's Office, 
Asher Friedberg, tendered thelr 
resignations last year to protest 
what they perceived to be the 
studied indifference of the Agency's 
ruling bodies to the spreading 
cancer of yerfda and the insidious 
growth of its fegitimation by the 
public and its leaders. 

Lohis and Friedberg went on to 
form Eli, the organization of 
Citizens Against Yerida, Ag a public 

ssure group, Eli was instrumental 
in persuading Prime Minister Begin 
to appoint one of his most toyal 
Herut followers, MK Dov 
Shilansky, as a deputy minister in 
the Prime Minister's Office, one of 
whose duties was to be "the preven- 
tion of yerida.”

“There is a great deal we don’t 
know about the phenomenon of 
yerida that we ought to want to 
know. But the fact remains that the 
present government is the first one 
that has begun to give any attention 
at all to the problem. We all know 
what we are talking about, but we 
don't know how to define it or what 
to do about it.

LAHIS, in his report, compiled on 
the basis of a 13-day tour of centres 
of yordin in the U.S. — New York

This number includes many thou- 
sands of Israelis who went abroad in 
1981 but who had not yet returned 
by the end of the year, but could be 
expected to return during the 
course of 1982.

Sabatello says that an estimated 
30,000 Israeli residents living

Adopting thres different criteria Ὁ 


for assessing the total of yordim, 
Sabattello comes up with the fol- 
lowing figures for the end of 1981: Israelis 
who have remained abroad for at least 
12 months — 291,000; Israelis who 
have remained abroad for at least 
two calendar years — 249,700; and 
Israelis who have remained abroad 
for at least four calendar years — 
226,700. These figures include 
about 10 per cent Israeli non-Jews, 


ONE OF THE major criticisms 
levelled against this method of 
calculation and these figures by 
Lahis and other maximalists is that 
the statistics regarding the number 
of Israelis staying abroad for more 
than a year are misleading because 
many of them do return to Israel for 


annual visits, and when they do the . 


departure slips attesting to their 
absence from the country are 


automatically cancelled by their . 
returning resident slips. Sabatello . 


counters this criticism by noting 
that such visitors must fill out new 
departure slips when they leave the 
vountry again.

Jogally,” he says. At most, there are 
Israelis who entered the U.S. on 
visitors’ visas and have overstayed 
thelr limit, hoping to arrange a 
change in status. But these are in- 
cluded in our over-all statistics, - 
From that total, he adds, should 
be subtracted the not insubstantial 
number of Israelis who have ob- 
tained U.S. citizenship but have 
returned to live in Israel. Shmuel 
Lahis himself, he notes, belongs to 
that category. In his study, which is 
especially valuable on the subject of 
student and professional yordim, 
Fein estimates that the number of 


yordim in the U.S. is about half of ° 


their total number throughout the 
world. This confounds the impres- 
sionistic picture of nearly all yordin 
heading for the “goldench medine.” 


IF THERE is a divergence of opi- 
nion regarding the number of yor- 
dim, the lack of data on their iden- 
thy and motivations is even more 
blatant. Dr. Sabatello provides 
some light on the generhl distribu- 
tion of yordim between Israelis who 
had been immigrants and sabras, 
but only in very general terms. The 
vast majority of yordim, he says, 
have come from among the im- 
migrants to Israel. This was es- 
pecially noticeable in the 1950s, 
when many new olim who had come 
to Israel for lack of any alternative 
ἰῇ the country when alternatives 


opened up. 

Zion Rabi, in an article in the 
Israel Economic Quarterly of 
December 1978, assessed the 
proportion of yordim who had been 


- immigrants at 60 per cent, or about 
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155,000 out of the 260,000 who had 
left Israe! by that date, 


{S THE GLASS half full or half 
empty? How serious is the yerida 
situation on the basis of thsse 
figures? Both Sabatello and Rabi as- 
sess the proportion of olim who 
turned around and left the country 
at about 10 per cent of the total of 
1,700,000 olim who had come to 
Israel since 1948. 

By international standards this is 
an extremely low rate of re- 
emigration. Sabatello notes ‘that of 
the 3.5m. carefully selected im- 
migrants brought to Canada since 
World War II, about one third have 
left. Rabl says that of the 1,760,000 
immigrants to the U.S. between 
1908 and 1924, a full 34 per cent left. 
The proportion of those leaving 
from among the |.6m. immigrants 
to Australia between 1906 and 1924 
was a whopping 70 per cent. 

Sabatello also notes that the rate 
of yerida in the 1970s is less than 
astounding when compared to the 
much higher rates in the 1950s, 
when the entire matter was not con- 
sidered much of a public issue. Rabi 
backs him up with statistics he has 
compiled on the rate of yerida as 
compared to the size of the general 
Jewish population.

He estimates the proportion of 
adult locally-born Israelis among 
the yordim at a maximum of 20 per 
cent of the total. But that figure is 
based on 1973 statistics. 


WHY, THEN, the pained public 
outcry if the dry figures tend to 
show that the situation is far from ᾿ 
catastrophic, despite the noticeable 
upturn in yerida in the last few 
years? 

There are several explanations. 
The heightened concern over yerida 
derives from the impression that 
recently there has been a 
significantly higher proportion of 
sabras, There is a certain degree of 
public understanding for the 
minority of immigrants who have 
not made it and have decided to 
leave the country. A growing 
number of sabras deciding to pull 
up stakes and leave is taken 85 a slap 
in the face to all of those of us who 
do remain, and as an undermining 
of the basic Zionist dream, 

The heightened perception of the 
problem of yerida also comes 
against a background of disappoint- 
ment about allya, which has more or 
less dried up in recent years. The 
public outcry comes when, 88 with 
fast week's report by the Bank of 
Israel, the negative balance of 
migration is stressed. The accopted 
figure for the past-two years is that 
the number of yordim has outstrip- 
ped that of olim by about 20,000. 
There were other years of a 
negative balance of migration in the 
early ‘50s and mid-’60s. But they 
were passing phenomena; the feel- 
Ing is that the present situation Is an 


- expression of a much deeper 


malaise in Israel society and jo the 


Jewish people. 

For the first time ever, there 
seems to be a widespread public 
legitimation or condoning of yerida 
on the part of friends and members 
of the potential yored's family. 
Reports speak of such recent 
legitimation among Oriental 
families, a part of the population 
which barely figured in yerida 
statistics in carlier years, Many of 
these attitudes are almost en- 
tirely based on impressions. It is 
thus all the more surprising that so 
little has been done either by the 
government and the Jewish Agency 
or by independent university and 
research institutions to provide 
more light on the subject. 

Deputy Minister Shilansky, who 
has been given responsibility for 
“preventing yerlda," tends lo 
minimize the need for further 
research. 

“When I took the job 1 was 
literally flooded with research 
proposals. But I found that all 1 
needed to know I could find out 
from the Bureau of Statistics and 
then from the Ministry of Interior, 
whose nuthbers virtually jibed. And 
there are many fsracli doctoral stu- 
dents who are doing studies on 
yerida, so why should we pay for 
more? 

“Besides, we're a penniless 
operation. We have no teeth. Our 
only power is to highlight and to 
dramatize, and'for that Ε don’t need 
any more expensive studies." 

Shilansky'’s main claim to fame to 
date on the subject of yerida' rests on 
his emulation of Lahis in a 
whirlwind tour of the U.S. last year, 
during the course of which he dis- 
guised himself as a yored looking [or 


work in the Los Angeles “slave 
market.” Other Israeli pordim seek- 
ing work there, and an Israeli con- 
tractor looking for cheap labour re- 
jected him outright as being too old. 

Asher Friedberg, Shilansky’s 
main professional assistant, who is 
working on a Ph.D. in public ad- 
ministration at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, does not fully agree with his 
boss and hopes to be able to 
generate some useful studies on the 
makeup and motivations of the yar- 
dim and to pinpoint population 
groups from which potential yordim 
can be expected to come. 

Eitan Sabatello of the Bureau of 
Statistics -would like to carry oul 
more detailed studies, “but at the 
moment we're searching for.money 
and for manpower to carry out such 
studies.” : 

Aharon Fein of the Hebrew 
University has‘a research proposal 
which is under consideration, while 
Shmuel Lahis of Eli says that his 
organization has approached Prof. 
Louis Guttman of the Institute for 
Applied Social Research for a two- 
pronged study. The first would have 
the alm of identifying groups among 
the yordim populations, their , loca- 
tions, ages, occupations and motiva- 
tions. A longer-range project would 
call for a permanent follow-up on 

the effectiveness of programmes 
meant to combat yerida. The first 
wauld cost 1$82,000; for the second 
there is no budgetary asscssment 85

THE SELF-DEFENCE Agency, 
housed in former U.S. Army 
buildings in duwatown Tokyo, is αὶ 
hive of busy and industrious-looking 
officers, all in tailored uniforms, 
with their identity-tags on their 
chests, American fashion. Apurt 
from its name, it looks πὸ different 
from ministries of defence around 
the world. 

In the car park, long lines of 
gleaming bluck Nissan limousines 
stand ready to take the high-rank ing 
officers and senior civil servants 
back to their suburban homes at the 
end of the day. Ἔ 

It is at going-home time that the 
special characteristic of the modern 
Japanese military suddenly shows 
through. All at once, the uniforms, 
the buttons and the braid disappeur, 
and the employees of the Sclf- 
Defence Agency emerge from its 
portals in neat three-piece business- 
suils, Muny wear the trenchcoat- 
style mackintoshes fuvoured by the 
Tokyo bureaucracy. 

They merge into the tecining, 
homeward-bound = =omiusses, un- 
recognizuble as soldiers until nine 
o'elock the following morning. 

Observing this strange spectacle, 
so symbotic of modern Japan's uni- 
que umbivalence towards its ‘Selt- 
Defence Forces," one is reminded 
of a revealing passoge in the Jutest 
Defence White Paper, 

“I goes without saying thal the 
Self-Defence Forces cannot cffec- 
tively carry oul their missions 
withuut the understanding and 
cooperation of the people... 
Popular consensus on the necessity 
of the SD‘ seems to be maturing... 
The number of persons who favour 
the SDF exceeds that of persons 
who oppose it.” 

Official surveys, cited with some 
gratification by the While Paper, 
have found that about half of the 
Japanese today would approve of a 
friend or relative voluntcering for 
the SOF — a marked improvement 
compared to, say, a decade ago, 

The surveys make fascinating 
reading. 

“Asked which of the four major 
abjectives of the SDF was the most 
important, 57 per cent of the 
respondents answered ‘ensuring the 
security of the nation,’ 21 per cent 
‘maintaining public peace and 
order.” and 13 per cent ‘disaster 

+ relief 

“To the question of which of the 
four had the SDF been most useful 
80 far, the majority, at 77 per cent, 
answered ‘disaster relief.’ A long 
.way behind came “ensuring the se-" 
curity of (he nation’ (8 per cent)..." 
(Survey by the Prime Minister's 
Office, 1979.) 

The SDF White Paper takes com- 
fort in the finding that slightly more 
people (38 per cent) believe that 
“the SDF should henceforth place 
more emphasis on ensuring the 
securily of: the state, surpassing 
those who fell they stiould con- 
centrate more on disaster το εἴ (33 
per ceni).”.

To an Israeli, Japanese attitudes towards defence seem ‘strange and incomprehensible,’ 
writes The Jerusalem Post’s DAVID LANDAU, who was recently in Tokyo. 


ALL THIS seems strange and in- 
comprehensible to an outsider, 
most especially to an israeli. An 
Israeli is himself part of the IDF for 
one month of the year, and he has 
the highest social and professional 
regard for those who make it their 
lives 12 months of the year. No polls 
are necded here to ascertain 
whether the IDF is necessary, and if 
so why. 

Israel, of course, is an extreme 


τ case; but in other countries too, 


people would find it strange to think 
that the importance of the army is a 
toss-up between defending the 
country and disaster relief. , 
The White Paper goes on to 
fouch, ever so delicately, on the 
deeper reality underlying’ Japan's 
defence ambivalance. τα τοι 
“As for the question of the SDF 
and the Constitution,’ controversy

Despite this provision, lard, 56} ~‘sayiously propose that Article-9 be: 


defence forces are rated seventh in 
the world, and Japan Is currently 
spending some $i{b. annually on 
defence — more than twice as much 
as Israel. 

Moreover, “war potential” is 
maintained, It is not only main- 
tained: it Is actually produced. 
Japan mukes its own tanks, guns, 
naval boats, small arms, and much 
other war material. Japan: also as- 
sembles, under licence, the best and 
latest American warplanes (e.g. the 
F-15). 

On the other hand, Japan has no 
long-range bombers, no long-range 
missiles, and, of course, no nuclear 
weapons, All these are barred 
“‘under the spirit of the con-. 
atitution,” a Self-Defence Agency 


‘planner explained. “The constitu. 


tion forbids weapons which attack 
another country,” he said. Thus an 
aircraft-carrier equipped with 
submarine-chasing planes would be 


‘permissible, but a carrier-designed - 


for land-attack bombers would be 
forbidden. 

Similarly, the spirit of the con- 
stitution strictly forbids conscrip- 
tion, and also the dispatch of 
Japanese troops abroad. Hence the 
absence of Japanese units from any 
UN peace-keeping force, despite 
. Tokyo's - traditionally enthusiastic 
‘stipport for the UN. 

The constitution, then, is a con- 
veniently flexible document. The 
loophole in it, of course, is the 
phrase in Article 9: “Tn order to ac- 
complish: the ‘aim of the preceding 
paragraph.” ‘There is historical 
‘evidence that this was inserted wit- 
“tingly —- by the very Americans who 
were ostensibly castrating Japan's 
millitgry potential: for all time.

[π΄ dollar-and-cent terms, that 
national attitude is manifested in 
Japan's dogged reluctance to spend 


‘mare than 1 per cent of its GNP on 


defence, (Britain spends more than 
5 per cent, Germany a little less.) 
Last year, after intense urging by 
the U.S. government, under both 
Carter and Reagan, Tokyo an-: 


‘nounced a 7.6 per cent increase in 


defence spending. Adjusted for in- 
flation this increase came to around 
4 per cent in real terms — and meant 
that Japan spent 0.97 per cent of its 
GNP on defence in fiscal 1981, 
Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki has 
pledged that his cabinet will keep 
the figure within | per cent of GNP, 
at least for the foreseeable future. 
The Americans, wisely, went out 
of their way to welcome the in- 
crease, rather than harp publicly on 
its modesty in relation to what 
Japan could afford if it wished.

PRELIMINARY reports reaching 
us from the Western Hemisphere 
tell of the huge success the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra is having 
there, [t started its tour with a visit 
to Mexico, which coincided with 
the annual commemoration of the 
country’s victory over invading 
French troops αἱ the approaches to 
the οἷν of Pueblo 128 years ago. 
The IPO was especially honoured 
by the presence at one of the con- 
certs in Mexico City of Senora 
Carmen Romano de Lopez Portillo, 

’ wife of the president. The Israeli 
ambassador, Yisrael Gur-Arich, 
congratulated conductor Leonard 
Bernstein and the orchestra on their 
cultural achievement on behalf of 
Israel. 

After three sold-out concerts in 
the capital, the orchestra went to 
Guanajuato for two appearances at 
the famous international festival of 
drama,’ music and ballet that was 
this year celebrating its [0th an- 
niversary. Tickets for the IPO con- 
certs Are reported to have been 
snapped up two months ahead, and 
their performances were given rap- 
turous applause. 

From Mexico they went north to 
the United States, and Zubin Mehta 
(ook over the baton for concerts in 
New York, Chicago and 
Washington, While the critiques 
have not yet reached us, the excited 
reports of the orchestra's 
spokesman indicate that Mehta and 
soloists Shlomo Mintz, Menahom 
Brever and Uri Pianker helped to 
make these concerts, too, a tremen- 
dous success,

At @ recep- 
tion in honour of the orchestra in 
Montreal, Mehta is reported to 
have made a most Impressive 
Zionist speech, 


RALPH SHAPEY, the prominent 
American composer and conductor, 
spent a hectic week with the 
ferusalem Symphony Orchestra 
preparing the concert of "American| 
Music Today" in its series Explora- 
dlons, which included works by 
Milton Babbitt, Stefan Wolpe and 
Shapey himself. 

Old-timers will remember Stefan 
Wolpe, who came to Jerusalem in 
1934 and taught conducting and 
composition at the Palestine 
Conservatoire of Music in Abyssi- 
nian House on the Street of the 
Prophets, He loft four years later for 
the U.S., where he died 10 years 
ago. Shapey is a student of Wolpe, 


and it was a graceful gesture to 
choose a work of his former teacher 
for this programme. 

When Shapey visited Israel in 
1975, he suggested that four laracli 
composers be commissioned to 
write special works in honour of the 
U.S. bicentennial the following 
year, which incidentally was 
Shapey's silver jubilee as a conduc- 
tor. Josef Tal, Ben-Zion Orgad, 
Jacob Gilboa and Michael Barolsky 
were the composers he chose. He 
conducted the premieres in 1976 
and has since recorded the works, 

Shapey also conducted a com- 
oser's workshop at the Jerusalem

reached my desk recently. 

One of historical importance is 
“Partos plays Partos,” issued by the 
Israel Music Institute. The eminent 
composer, who died in 1977, was a 
viola player of great artistry. He was 
the leader of the viola section of the 
Israel Philharmonic from 1938 until 
1956, when he left it to devote 
himself to solo appearances, com- 
position and directing the Rubin 
Academy of Music in Tel Aviv. Lit- 
tle is preserved of his performances, 
and this record therefore has a 
apecial meaning. It contains Yizkor, 
composed in 1946 and dedicated to 
the memory of the martyrs of the 
Holocaust; Agada for viola, piano 
and percussion (here with Frank 
Pelieg ‘and Joc! Thome); written in 
1960 and recorded in 1962; and 
Shiluvim (“Fusions”) for viola and 
chamber orchestra. This was com- 
missioned by the Israel Composers’ 
Fund and is performed with the 
Isracl Chamber Orchestra con- 
ducted by Gary Bertini, presumably 
shortly after it was composed in 
1970. 

The sound on the record is quite 
acceptable, and Partos’ Instrumen- 
tal artistry and musical personality 
come through directly to the 
listener. 

Shoshana Rudiakov has returned 
to Israel after some years abroad, 
and is now dividing her time 
between Jerusalem and Stuttgart, 
where she is professor for plano at 
the Conservatoire. 

She has appeared on many Euro- 
pean platforms and has recorded 
one of her programmes for Lincar 
Records (Nuernborg). Chopin’s 


Sonata in B minor, Rachmaninoy's 
Variations on a Theme by Corelli 
and three Etudes by Scriabin 
demonstrate her digital versatilit 
and the recording succeeds in 
preserving the atmosphere of a live 
concert, 


THE ISRAEL Woodwind Quintet 
has been going since 1963, and only 
the clarinet and the horn haye 
changed since it was formed, Con- 
sisting of first desks of the Israel 
Phitharmonic — Uri Shoham, flute; 
Eliyahu Thorner, oboe; Richard 
Lesser, clarinet; Meir Rimon, horn; 
Mordechai Rechtman, bassoon — 
the ensemble is blessed in haying 
the last-named as its leading spirit 
and especially as the arranger of 
many works for different instrumen- 
tal combinations, 

Over the two decades, Rechtman 
has done numerous excellent adap- 
tations and hes thus added to 
fairly limited repertoire for 
woodwind quintet a wide rango of 


valuable pieces that have been 
welcomed by similar ensembles 
abroad. 


On a record issued by RCA 
Eastroni¢s, Tel Aviv, called “Bach 
Organ Favourites,” the rich 
programme contains no less than 
seven Chorale Preludes, the Fugue 
in G minor, a Fughetta on a 
Chorale, and the Concerto No. 2 
after Vivaldi. Recorded at the 
Jerusalem Music Centre, the sound 
is excellent; the performances — 
needless to say — are tops; and the 
choice of music should satisfy any 
listener from beginning to end.

It is even called the 
Jerusalem Theatre, though that fs 
the last thing it can properly claim.

The people at the Jerusalem 
Theatre are in business as importers 
of dramatic goods. They scour the 
bazaars of Beersheba, Haifa and Tel 
Aviv for Hkely items, package them 
and deliver them at our doorstep for 
a reasonable fee.

Yet — and here is the paradox 
again — the politicians, after duly 
analysing the strategic situation, 
pronouncing on the need for 
change, discerning that the beginn- 
ing of change is in the air, seem to 
conclude that the 1 per cent of GNP 
ceiling is just about right. 


IKKO KASUGA, veteran leader of 
the Social-Democratic Party, (the 
second-largest opposition party) 
declared proudly that he was one of 
the political figures who had ted 
public opinion away from post-war 
pacifism, His party is in a way more 
hawkish than the governing Liberal 
Democratic Party. He spoke at 
length of the growing Soviet 
menace, of SS-20 missiles and 
“Backfire” bombers, of Japan's 
need “to put defence above welfare 
and education — because if we are 
invaded there will be no welfare and 
no education.” Japan must boost its 
air power and its sea power, he said. 

Was he, therefore, urging in- 
creased defence spending? Not at 
all, “The U.S.-Japan Defence Pact, 
plus the 0.97 per cent of GNP that 
we presently spend on defence, are 
together quite satisfactory for now. 
Inthe future, if the Soviets continue 
to grow stronger and the U.S. can't 
back us sufficiently, we would have 
to reconsider..." , 

Motoharu Atima, a letting LDP 
spokesman on defence, said that 
Japan enjoyed an exaggerated sense 
of security — perhaps as a psy- 
chological reaction to Hiroshima. 
“We give too much credence to the 
Soviets' claims that their SS-20s are 
aimed at China, not at us.” The sea 
too gives Japan an unwarranted 
sense of freedom from fear of inva- 
sion.

Did Arima therefore counsel 
channelling more resources to 
defence? Was he perhaps in favour 
of Japan's undertaking to defend its 
sea-lanes, to protect the tankers- 
from the Gulf that bring in virtually 
all of its oil? 

He was not. The ta long-~ 
range goal, announced by the prime 
Minister, of extending Japan's sea 
power up to 1,000 nautical miles 
from its coastline (to cover Guam, 
but to fall short of the strategic 
Malacca Straits) seemed the correct 
and adequate policy to him. Beyond 
the 1,000 miles — this was the 
implication — the U.S. Navy could 
continue doing the job. 

He pointed out, with much 
justice, that if Japan were to embark 
on a bolder naval policy “it would 
make the ASEAN suspicious.” Lee 
Kuan Yu, the prime minister of 
Singapore, recently remarked that 
the countries fronting the Malacca 
Straits could defend the Straits 
without the help of Japan. Japan's 
Pacific empire was sHort-lived, but it 
apparently left long and bitter 
memories, 

Kasuga and Arima, who talk of 
the need for strengthening Japan's 
defences but are reluctant to draw 
the bread-and-butter conclusions, 
are broadly typical of the establish- 
ment as a whole. The press, which 
has a vital role in opinion-moulding, 
is generally even more chary of 
challenging the pou mystique 
than are some of the politicians. 
Asahi Shimbun (circulation 9m.) is 
still deeply suspicious of anything to 
do with defence, though the even 
larger circulation Yomiyurl Shimbun

“Japan, Be a State!" published in 
the biggest circulation monthly,

In his book-lined Tokyo office, 
Shimizu spoke with contempt of 
politicians and intellectuals who 
secretly harboured feelings similar 
to his own “but lack the courage to 
express these views without im- 
mediately referring to the ‘con- 
stitutfonal restrictions,’” 

He agreed that on the nuclear op- 
tion he was still a voice in the 
wilderness. The trauma was ap- 
parently still too recent to permit 
rational thinking by most Japanese, 

“J suspect," he wrote in his arti- 
cle, “that we nurse a hidden fecling 
that we are somehow special 
because Japan was the first nuclear 
victim. Are we not fooling ourselves 
into thinking that if Japan refrained 
from going nuclear, the rest of the 
world would spare us in the event of 
“acatastrophe?,., How many shelters 
do we have in Japan? We have been 
80 busy trembling and praying that 
we have forgotten about protecting 
ourselves," 

But he believed that his convic- 
ion that Japan must step up its con- 
ventional strength was shared by 
many Japanese who were too em- 
barrassed (o say so. “The mass 
media, controlled by the journalists’ 
unions, try to blind the people to the 
rea! world situation.” 

This same stricture was uttered 
by another very impressive Jepanese 
of the older generation, Admiral 
(Res.) Kazuom! Uchida, former

Defence Agency. Silver-haired, 
lean. and ramrod-straight, Uchida 
acknowledges that the armed forces 
are ostensibly ‘not popular.” But 
do the media really represent public 
opinion?" he asks, “People who live 
eutside Tokyo are different from 
the intelligentsia in the capital. 
Altogether, the Japanese people is 
much healthier than its media 
Image. 

“S's the government's job to 
educate the people, just as Chancei- 
lor Schmidt is doing in Germany,” 
(he was referring here to the deploy- 
ment of U.S. cruise missiles). “If our 
government showed decisive 
feadership, public opinion would 
change — much faster than it’s 
changing now.” 

It is “Japan's destiny," says the 
admiral, “to bottle up the Russians, 
to stop them getting out inlo the 
Pacific... Japan is hardly less vital to. 
the U.S, strutegically than"Western 
Europe.” 

Uchida dismisses the hallowed 
‘constitutional’ distinction 
belween defensive and offensive 
weapons as non-vxistent in military 
terms. He brands the government's 
total ban on all arms exports, even to 
Japan's treaty partner, the U.S, 
(there are 45,000 American servicc- 
ment stationed permanently in 
Japan) as “stupid economically and 
even more so politically.” 

He bemoans the fact that in 
Japan the military have less. in- 
fluence on policy-making than io 
practically any other country. “The 
government's interpretation of 
‘civilian control’ is saying no to 
anything the army asks for." 

How would Admiral Uchida, with 
his distinguished record of service 
and his clear and strong views, fare 
on the hustings? “1 would clearly 
fail,” he says with a sardonic 
amile, a

EVERYONE loves Kermit the 
τ Frog. He represents everything a 
“gon-in-law" should be: charming, 
intelligent, reverent, true and brave. 


Kermit, that admirable piece of 
cloth, is just another character in a 
long line of para-thespians who, 
because of the imaginative “human 
nature” roles they play, have cap- 
tivated the minds and hearts of 
children and adults alike. 


From Aeschylus to Albee, the 
stage has been used to introduce, 
clarify and intensify basic social, 

- political or psychological problems: 
love, hate, war, greed, virtue, 
power, subterfuge, morality, Pup- 
pets, like live actors, have been the 
vehicles that have delivered the 
goods, Each in their own way.. 


A marvellous exhibit of Euro- 
pean, Asian and Israeli puppets of 
the past 200 years has been as- 
sembled at the Helena Rubinstein 
Pavilion by the Education Depart- 
ment of the Tel Aviv Museum, un- 
der the curatorship of Talila Bichet, 
as one of the major events marking 
the Museum's jubilee year, 
“Theatre Puppets’’ deals with tradi- 
tion (history), art forms (visual in- 
fluences) and communication (story 
telling).

IN NOVEMBER, 1943, the Jewish 
National Committee in un- 
derpround Warsaw sent the fullow- 
ing message to Londan: “The blood 
of diree million Jews will ery out for 
revenge nut only against the 
Hitlerite beasts, but also against the 
indifferent groups thal, words apart, 
did net do anything to resvue the 
nation that was sentenced to 
destruction...” 

Zivnist lender Chaim) Weizmann 
gave a speech that same year in 
which he said: “When the historian 
of the fulure assembles the bleak 
record of our duys, he will find two 
things unbelievable: first, the crime 
itself, second, the reaction of the 
workd to that crime.” 

The U.S. State Department and 
the British Foreign Office were in- 
different to the extermination, as 
Wemainn must have known. But 
the day would come when wartime 
Zionist leaders — Rabbi Stephen 
Wise ind Rabbj Abba Hillel Silver, 
David Ben-Gurion und Weizmann 
himselt —- would ulso stand accused 
of a crime of omission: not doing 
enough to push for the rescue of 
Jews trom. the Na¢@i muelstram. 
Vorly years bites, the controversy is 
still raging. 

Why now? One reason is hat ὦ 
commission of prominent American 
Jews was recently set up to took into 
the pole of American Jewry during 
the Holovaust. It has also been sug- 
gested that un entire generation had 
to pass before these questions could 
be addressed with any impartiality. 
But in some of the articles and books 
that have appeared recently on the 
subject, there is no trace of detach- 
ment or objectivity — prejudice and 
passion, polemics and lies still 
prevail, 

Historian Lucy 5, Dawidowicz 
fills up much of The New York Times 
Magazine of April 18, 1982, with an 
essay on American Jews and the 
Holocaust, in which she indulges in 
what American journalist Sol Stern 
terms McCarthyite tactics to attack 
the role played by a small graup of 
Palestinian Jews led by Hillel Kook, 
alias Peter Bergson. The “Bergson 
group" staged massive campaigns in 
the 0.5. trom 1942 to 1945, trying to 
rally support to save European 
Jews, They tried to politicize the 
struggle, to make the saving of Jews 
one of the Allies’ war aims, because 
it was a German war aim to destroy 
Jewry. 

The activities led by these fol- 
lowers of Jabotinsky aroused the 
animosity of the American Jewish 
and Zionist leadership, which spent 
much of its time in Internecine 
feuds and in attacking “the up- 
starts." But Dawidowicz points out 
that it's fashionable to attack any 
esiablishment and states 
categorically that the teadership did 
everything possible. Her conclusion, 
not surprisingly, is that “rescuing 
the Jews of Europe was an un- 
achievable task,” 

There are other prominent 
historians who might share some of 
Dawidowicz's opinions but. who 
would cal! her conclusion invidious, 
or even monstrous —- many scholars 
believe thal hundreds of thousands 

- could have been saved. 


THERE ARE significant reusons 
for Ihe rekiadling of this con- 
* troversy. It comes at a time when 
_ critics uf the Begin regime say the 

Revisionists ate attempting to 

γον εὐ" history. But the notion 

that Begin‘s Irgun was behind the 
activities of the Emgrgency Com- 
mittée to Save the Jewish People of 

Europe -is mistaken. Un fact, thie 


‘efforts to get the U.S. g ment 


to tuke direct action to save Jews. 
And Begin said severul years ago 
that he believes the wartime Zionist 
leaders did everything they vould — 
he never subscribed to the accusa- 
lions made against the Zionist 
leadership. 

Yel British historian Bernard 
Wasserstein, who recently wrote 
chat “the silence of U.S. Jewry” isa 
“myth,” believes that it is ull part of 
a Begin uttempt to revise history. 
Wasserstein denies the critical con- 
clusiuns reached by American 
historians — such as Saul 5. 
Fricdman, Henry Feingold and 
others who have no connection wilh 
Begin, or with Rergson — about the 
negative role of the Zionist leaders, 

There are those who say if is too 
simple to ussess these wartime 
events with the benefit of hindsight. 
Who shall judge whom? 

In the early ‘50s, Israel was 
rocked by revelations made in a 
guvernment-initiated libel case 
against Malchiel Greenwald, who 
had accused Isract Kastner, a lender 
of Hungarian Jewry during the war 
and later a Mapai party stalwart, of 
having collaborated with the Nazis, 
sacrificing all hope of rescuing a 
million Hungarian Jews in order to 
save a selected 1,684 Jews, 

At the end of the trial, Judge Ben- 
jamin Halevi said to Kastner, “You 
sald your soul to the devil." The 
Supreme Court, which later ‘ox- 
oncrated Kastner, reprimanded 
Halevi for his remarks, 

But one wonders how it is possi- 
ble to judge any of the Jewish 
leaders wha lived in the hell of Nazi 
Europe, or how, under those cir 
cumstances, anyone can be certain 
that Kastner was guilty or innocent. 


TOGO OFTEN, historians who. deal 
with these questions have some 
vested inlerast, or some ideological 
view thal they feel compelled to get 
Across, 

Take Wasserstein, who on one 
hund contends that there are some 
historians (presumubly he includes 
himself) who are objective scientists 
trying to construct a true picture of 
what happened, and on the other 
hand adimits that most historians are 
ideologues whose work must be 
regurded in that light. 

A recent exchange of letters ‘in 
Midstream between six historians 
dealt with the. question of “the 
silence of American Jewry ‘during

{n his reply to the critics, Was- 
serstein writes: "! made it clear that 
my criticism was directed at all 
those, of whatever political stripe, 
who seck to distort history for cur- 
rent political ends." 

He udds that most of the other 
historians in the exchange colour 
their opinions according to their 
background, “from extreme Left to 
extreme Right, from ultra-Orthodox 
to secular.” 

Then, in a very reasonable tone, 
he calls for a “thoughtful and sober 
approach" to assessments of the 
role of the Jewish and Zionist 
leadership during World War II. 

Without blushing over the ob- 
vious hypocrisy, he ‘engages in the 
same kind of polemics he con- 
demns. 


WASSERSTEIN praises Bar-Ilan 
University historian Michael Cohen 
(“author of one of the best histories 
of Palestine during World War 1"), 
but says he doesn’t agree with 
Cohen for giving oredit to the 
Bergson group's work. Cohen and 
other historians say that the 
Bergson group's campaign was the 
major factor that led to the creation 
of the War Refugee Board in 1944, 
(The U.S. agency may have done 
too litle too lale, but the WRB did 
manage to save 100,000 Jewish 
victims of Hitler.) 

“I differ... from (Cohen's! assess- 
ment of the role of Peter Bergson,” 
‘Wasserstein writes, referring to the 
campaign for the WRB. “It is 
perhaps true that he [Bergson! 
caused feathers to fly: but feathers 
are not effective weapons in the 
arsenal of modern warfare." 

The British historian goes on to 
say that the main effect of Bergson's 
“hysterical campaigns" was to “stif- 
fen the necks of anti-Zionis| British 
officials.” : 

British offictals had nothing to do 
with the subject. And “hysterical"’ is 
about a5 objective a.word as “ex- 
tremist,” or “moderate” when it is 
used to describe. a country like 
Saudi Arabia. 

Michael Cohen wonders how 


- Wasserstein can “possibly state 


categorically that mare could not 
have been done, or that any ad- 
ditional pressures would not in any 
case have moved the Allies?” He 
also attacks the notion of the 
“powerlessness” of the wartime 


American Jewish community, the 
line followed by Duwidowicz, Was- 
seratcin, Prof. Yehuda Bauer and 
others, 

In the same exchange, Bar-Ilan 
University political scientist Charles 
Liebman defends the “revisionist 
school” viewpoint in reappraising 
the role of Zionist leaders during 
the extermination. “Zionist leaders 
were often one-sided; their Zionist 
ideology frequently blinded them to 
the realities around them, and their 
Zionist commitment did diminish 
their efforts on behalf of world 
Jewry,” he concludes. 


RECENTLY, Prof. Baver published 
a book called American Jewry and 
the Holocaust (the tiny subtitle 
teads: “The American Jewish Joint 
Distribution Committee, 1939- 
1945"). A reviewer in The Jerusalem’ 
Post was mildly critical of Bauer's 
choice for the main title, since the 
book barely touches on the broad 
subject implied by the title. At least 
95 per cent of the book's 522 pages 
are about the Joint's excellent and 
worthy work in Europe; but to call 
this “American Jewry and the 
Holocaust” {s dishonest, 

Dawidowicz's article at least 
deals with “American Jews and the 
Holocaust," however dishonestly. 
One example: Dawidowicz 
denigrates the work of Senator Guy 
Gillette, who headed one of the 
Bergson committees and who, 
together with Representative Will 
Rogers, Jr, was the most active 
congressman pressing for the crea- 
tion of the War Refugee Board, The 
historian smears Gillette, dismissing 
him as nothing nore than a forner 
isolationist who only supported “the 
Irgunists" because he was anti- 
British, 

She paints the whole Emergency 
Committee operation as right-wing, 
ignoring the fact that “the 
{rguniats” became effectively in- 
dependent of the Irgun the day in 
1942 that Rabbi Wise finally 
released the news that 2,000,000 
Jews had already been exter- 
minated, 

She alse ignores the scape of the 
committee, which she characterizes 


AS “right-wing.” It not only gained 


the active support of 30 senators 
and 150 congressmen, but also. at- 
(racted many prominent tiberals 
and leftists in the arts and public 
life. Artist Arthur Szyk illustrated 
the committee's newspapers and 
national ads, written by Ben Hecht. 
Composer Kurt Weil wrote the tnusic 
for their 1943 pageant We Will Never 
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Die; hundreds of prominent 
Americans supported them, in- 
cluding Paul O'Dwyer, Eleanor 
Roosevelt, Louis Bromfield, Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst, Edward G, 
Robinson, Moss Hart und Billy 
Rose, Herbert Hoover and William 
Allen White. 

Apparently, the idea that gentiles 
like Gillette could be concerned 
about the fate of European Jews is 
rejected by Dawidowicz, who can 
only ascribe ulterior motives to his 
work on behalf of the Emergency 
Committee. 

Like Dawidowicz, Yehuda Bauer 
uses loaded language when he 
describes the “right-wing” and “ex. 
tremist" Bergson group, which he 


says “roped in" a few" congress- . 


men. But hundreds of pages later, 
when he has to acknowledge the 
central role played by these “ex. 
tremists" in the establishment of the 
WRB, Bauer suddenly drops all the 
nasty adjectives — the average 
reader wouldn't even know he was 
referring lo the same group of peo- 
ple. 


BAUER, Dawidowicz and Wasser- 
stein have ull judged and found the 
establishment and Zionist leadership 
innocent. “To anyone familiar with 
the history of the American Jewish 
community, the imputation of inac- 
tion is at once laughable and out- 
rageous,"” Dawidowicz states. 

She lauds Rabbi Stephen Wise, 
leader of American Jewry in the 
years before and during the war, 
portraying him as a man fighting 
feverishly to rally support for a 
rescue effort. 

Although she constantly ridicules 
the work of the “Irgunists... whose 
show business and hype merged 
with politics and protest,” all of the 
pictures used to illustrate her long 
article are of events staged by the 
Bergson group, including the march 
of 400 rabbis on Washington — 
there were no marches staged by 
Wise. 

She is simply wrong in claiming 
that Wise and his fellow Zionist 
leaders were the major force in 
pushing for the WRB. “The 
Irguniats,” she says, ‘also urged the 
creation of a rescue agency." As if 
they were only a weak echo! 

This is deft, sleight-of-hand 
history. Another example: In her ar- 
licle, she rates the actual work of 
the WRB very highly. Bul 20 years 
ago, in a review of Ben Hecht's Per 
fidy —a polemic about the Kastner 
case — Dawidowicz said the WRB 
didn't accomplish anything. 
Perhaps that's why at that time she 
could be generous about giving the 
Bergson group credit for bringing 
about the WRB. ἢ 

She obviously had a point of view 
that's more important than this 
“mere quibble” about how the 
WRB came into being and what it 
did. Is it her Bundist background? 


In any case, readers should beware: Ὁ 


“historian is παὶ an honorific title. 
Loaded words abound, along with 
one-dimensional views, professional 
tricks, highly selective editing, 
moral judgments, suppressed facts 
and libellous contentions, ᾿ 

Bauer, for example, displays 8 bit 
of sarcasm in praising the Labour- 
Zionist role in Aliya Bet as op- 
posed to the Irgun's efforts: The 
right-wing Revisionist movement 
was not to be outdone," he writes, 
adding that “the Revisionists 
militaristic methods had been the 
cause of complaints by immigrants. 

Bauer, a kibbutznik and director 
of various Holocaust studies 10- 
stitules, does admit that Zionist 
leaders, including World Jewish 
Congress chiefs Stephen Wise and 
Nahum Goldmann, were “so ab- 
sorbed in planning for after the 
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war's end that they were paying lit- 
tle attention to what was happening 
in Europe — in direct contrast to 
their friends in Istanbul, whose let- 
ters and cables cried out for im- 
mediate action to save the remnants 
of European Jewry.” 

But, like Dawidowicz, Bauer con- 
cludes that everything possible was 
done. 

When he writes about the exter- 
mination of Hungarian Jewry, 
Bauer ἰς mildly critical of Kastner, 
who apparently was a chronic liar 
(language again —~ Bauer “tends not 
to believe” Kastner's version of 
events). Yet he ranks Kastner with 
WRB emissary Raoul Wallenberg 
as a great rescuer of Jews! Bauer 
has judged Kastner, and found hin 
anything but wanting. 


BUT WHILE to some it may seem 
impossible to comprehend the hor- 
ror facing the Jewish leaders in 
Nazi-occupied Europe and 
therefore to judge them, does this 
hold true for the Jewish Jeaders in 
America and Palestine? They were 
not in a Nazi hell. Why weren't they 
as desperate, as “hysterical,” as 
Shmuel Zygelboim, the Polish- 
Jewish leader who committed 
suicide in London to call attention 
to the continuing extermination? 

Isn't there a need to reassess the 
tole of Rabbi Wise, the Jewish 
leader whose Shakespearean voice 
and fighting-liberal .image guined 
him the highest pedestal in the 
American-Jewish pantheon? 

For many historians, Wise was A 

Yoice That Spoke for Justice, as Prof. 
Melvin Urofsky's new biography is 
entitled (State University of New 
York Press, 439 pp., no price 
stated). The book has hundreds of 
\ypographica!l and copy-reading er- 
tors. In his introduction, the author 
promises to deat with the accusa- 
tions against Wise in his confronta- 
tion with “the radical Bergson 
group," while at the same time con- 
demning the findings of “revisionist 
historians," 
_ “That Wise was guilty of errors of 
judgment is certain, especially in his 
trust of Franklin Ὁ, Roosevelt, but 
the political realities of those years 
foreclosed many of the options 
which those critics, with the clarity 
of hindsight, so forcefully and con- 
fidently urge," writes Urofsky. 

As if historians on all sides of the 
question don’t do exactly the same 
thing! 

Urofsky's book doesn't really tell 
us much about Wise, the “master 
οἵ ritual and form.” He was a vain, 
Stubborn, confused man who 
thought he was beloved by FDR 
(some say Roosevelt loathed him) 
τῆς man he called “boss” and 

chief." Wise's “leonine™ head and 
mellifluous voice helped him hold 
the reins of Jewish organization 
power for decades — at the same 
time, he self-righteously denounced 

one of the most serious evils in 
Jewish life, the all but perpetual 
tenure of Jewish office.” 

Urofsky joins the prevailing 
school in Holocaust studies to de- 
fend the Jewish and Zionist 
leadership and place all the blame 
On the State Department — which 
everyone agrees blocked al! at- 
tempts to save Jews. He condemns 
᾿ ans like Sau! Friedman for 
implying that Wise was timid in his 
tactics once he was in possession of 
the Reigner cable, the news that the 
Final Solution was under way, 

At the urging of the State Depart- 
Ment, Wise sat on the news for 
Almost three months (Dawidowicz 
Portrays him as scurrying between 
New York and Washington, show- 
ing the cable to various officials). 

ere were “good reasons” in his 
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mind _— there was strong anti- 
Semitism in Americn (as all the 
silence-was-a-myth historians con- 
stantly point out), He was afraid. He 
was crushed by the news, 

Here Urofsky also turns judge, 
and, not surprisingly, finds Wise 
blameless, “Had this delay of nearly 
three months affected the course of 
the Final Solution? If Wise had 
refused |the State Department's re- 
quest for silence), might anything 
have prevented the further mas- 
sacre of hundreds of thousands of 
Jews? The answer, sadly, is 
probably not." ᾿ 

But what is sad? Urofsky's facile 
conclusion is sad. Wise's inaction Is 
sad. The declarations of truth that 
pass as history are sad. : 

Prof. Shlomo Avineri said recent- 
ly that the Jews, like other peoples, 
have always been divided and 
probably always will be. So there is 
no lesson of the need for unity that 
emerges out of the murder of a third 
of the Jewish people — because un- 
ity is unachievable. And it is entirely 
natural that historians, people with 
definite political and philosophical 
bents, will fashion events according 
to their visions.. Still, is there no 
hope that scholars of panoramic vi- 
sion will uddress themselves to these 
events and these questions? 


IN AUTOBIOGRAPHY, we don't 
have to deal with myths about ob- 
jectivity or dispassionate analysis. 
Everything is permitted. Yitshaq 
Ben-Ami, author of Years of Wrath, 
Days of Glory: Memoirs From the 
Irgun (Robert Speller & Sons, New 
York, 601 pp. $15) was one of the 
young Palestinians who formed the 
core of the Bergson group (among 
the others were Shmuel! Merlin, and 
Jabotinsky's son Eri, who, along 
with Bergson, moved away from 
Begin, while Aryeh Ben-Eliezer and 
Ben-Ami never really deviated). 

Most of Ben-Ami's book is a 
paean to the Revisionist movement, 
and we witness once again the battle 
between the sons of light and the 
sons of darkness. Prof. Joseph 
Klausner, the nationalist historian 
under whom Ben-Amii studied, is 
portrayed as a god. Norman 
Bentwich, “member of the Zionist 
establishment,” is a demon. 

Ben-Ami also attacks certain 
historians, such as Urofsky, who in 
his book We are One, American 
Jewry and Israel, apparently denied 
that the Irgun had any role in ‘*il- 
legal” immigration. Ben-Ami says 
that the 3,500 immigrants on the 
Sakarya and other Irgun ships ‘do 
not exist in Zionist history. “ 

While he does focus on the ac- 
tivities of the Emergency Commit- 
tee, Ben-Ami mentions only in pass- 
sing that the Bergson group 
developed an important ideology 
during their work in the U.S., at- 
tempting to clarify the confused 
relationship between the Jewish 
diaspora and the ‘emerging 
Hebrew nation” in Palestine. These 
questions were critical for anyone 
trying to understand the attacks 
Wise and other Jewish leaders made 
on the Committee. But Ben-Ami 
does not seem to be a reflective 
person — there is no analysis here, 
only anger, even though much of 
that anger may be justified. 

“In the critical months when the 
tiorror stories from Europe were 
filtering into the papers and the 
radio, the largest Jewish community 
in the world could not seem to hear 
us, because the diatribe against us 
by the Zioniat leaders had left them 
deaf,” writes Ben-Ami. “Wise end 
Goldmann worked to derail the up- 
starts hand in hand with one-of the 
Jews’ worst enemics — 
Breckinridge Long of the State 
Department.” : 


As an example, he quotes the 
State Department document 
released a few years ago which hud 
Goldmann quoting Wise as saying 
that he “regarded Bergson as equal- 
ly as greut un enemy of the Jews as 
Hitler, for the reason that his ac- 
tivities could only lead to increased 
anti-Semitism” in America, 


BEN-AMI, like so many others, is 
convinced that much more could 
have been done to save Jews. Even 
Lucy Dawidowicz knows that with 
more funds, more people could 
have been saved. Bauer states this 
unequivocably: at war's end 
“American Jews were coming to see 
the elementary truth that with more 
money more could have be done to 
save lives," 

Then why wasn't more of an ef- 
fort made? 

Bauer says that the reason the 
Jewish organizations scrambled to 
finance the WRB was that there 
would have been “congressional op- 
position” to government financing 
for the rescue of Jews. This is a 
cnreless contention which can't be 
backed up by quoting a Gallup Poll 
on anti-Semitism. By giving money 
to the WRB, the Jewish organiza- 
tions negated the whole purpose of 
the agency — it was the duty of the 
US. government and not U.S, Jews 
alone to save European Jews from 
extermination. 

Money was the big issue, Ben- 
Ami blames Wise, Hadassah’s Rose 
Halperin and the UJA‘s Henry 
Montor for staging campaigns to 
block contributions to the 
Emergency Committee, whose lob- 
bying efforts and dramatic full-page 
ads in the major newspapers drew 
hundreds of thousands of replies, 
upset Roosevelt, and brought down 
the wrath of the Jewish establish- 
ment. In summer 1943, when the 
committee took ads announcing that 
“Rumania is willing to sell 70,000 
Jews for $50 a piece,” Wise calted it 
a “hoax.” Several months fater, 
Ben-Ami writes, Wise and the U.S. 
government finally admitted that 
the offer had been genuine, but it no 
longer existed, Wise said It would 
have been too great a problem to 
raise $30 million anyway. 

Bauer, in one sentence that goes 
unamplified, hints at one subject 
which a book with a title like his 
should have dealt with in depth: 
“Internecine fights that now seem 
so trivial also impeded swift 
response,” 

There is ἃ lesson to be drawn 
from this anguished time — that it 
must not occur again. But the nar- 
row vision that prevails — among 
leaders as well as intellectuals — 
does not provide much room for op- 
timism. The historian looks 
backward, to quote ἃ maxim, and 
eventually, all too often, he also 
belleves backward. [5]

. W.G. GRACE — Hs Life and Times 
by Eric Midwinter.

ERIC MIDWENTER has not just 
added another to the many 


biographies of the Grand Old Man 
of cricket. He has attempted, with 


considerable success, to analyse the 
social und economic forces that 
made such a phenomenon us W.G, 
possible, and to exumine the 
tremendous influence he had, not 
only on cricket, but also on society. 

What Charles Dickens was to 
English literature during the reign 


of the great queen, Grace was to 


sport. He was the quintessence of 
the eminent Victorian, transforming 
his own passion for particular 
game into a moral imperative for av 
entire society. The elevation of 
cricket from sport to tear retigion 
for the people of England was large- 
ly due to him, He died a yeur after 
the outbreak of World War I, and 
did not live to see cricket slip in 
public esteem to the point where it 
was considered no more noble than 
soccer or rugby. 

Midwinter writes correctly, “He 
picked up the game of underhand 
lobs in country fields, shook it 
fiercely in both technical and social 
terms, and handed it, sculpted and 
honed to its own highest levels of 
aspiration, to a twentieth century 
which has, rightly or wrongly, never 
had the temerity to alter it in any 
basic manner. Grace was the com- 
plete Victorian. Accomplished, 
egocentric, bumptiously confident, 
maddeningly fit and untiring, 
boyishly high-spirited and, by that 
token, deceitful, extremely money- 
minded, and for good and iil, pater- 
nalistic, Maybe it is the other way 
round; maybe it is because of W.G. 
Grace and a few others of the same 
ijk that we thus conceive the Vic- 
torian male." 


HE WAS without doubt the greatest 
all-round cricketer of all time: the 
only man who comes anywhere near 
him with both bat and ball is Gar- 
field Sobers, of the West Indies. But 
Sobers did not dominate game wter 
game for several decades in the way 
thal Grace did, a way thal now seems 
to be superhuman. In 1865, at the 
age of 17, he made over 2,000 runs 
and took nearly 200 wickets in a 
season; 36 years later, he made over 
2,000 runs and took over 100 
wickets. Throughout all those years 
he had been pounding bowlers into 
the dust, and dismissing batsmen by 
bowling or catching them, in ull 
parts of the world. By the time he 
retired he had made nearly 100,000 
runs and takeh over 7,000 wickets. 

Grace was nol a shamateur in the 
modern sense of thal term: he was 
just considered by himself and 
society as being above the rules thal 
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Playing the game 


applied to ordinary men. He played 
regularly for the Gentlemen ogninst 
the Players. and enjoyed ajl the 
many privileges of an amuteur in an 
age when the idiotic distinction 
meant far more than it does teday 
— yet he openly and unabashedly 
earned vast sums from cricket. He 
demanded, and received, huge fees 
for appearances thal packed 
grounds, He was as rapacious as a 
Forsyte... .. 

All the other amateurs of his day 
were genuine aristocrats, or al least 
products of the public school and 
the ‘varsity. W.G. was 3 country 
doctor, the son of a country doctor, 
middle class stock with no preten- 
sions about belonging to the upper 
classes. 

The cant phrases about “playing 
the game" and “that's cricket” 
could not be applied to him. He was 
eager to use every artifice of 
gamesmanship. Midwinter writes: 
“He talked incessantly on the field 
and this could be extremely off- 
putting, especially when she {fo- 
quavious Edward (W.G.'s brother) 
was situated on the other side of the 
wicket. Then the cross-talk reached 
music-hall proportions... Grace wis 
not beyond shouting ‘Miss it!" when 
a fielder was about to catch him 
out,,. Among his cumoured 
stratagems was the business of in- 
viling innocent batsmen {o gaze 
towards the sun at a passing flight of 
birds in the hope of affecting their 
eyesight adversely,” 


HE BULLIED umpires in a way 
that makes John McEnruc seem by 
comparison to be a purring kitten. 
Once, when he was given out caught 
and bowled by Walter Mead, he 
argued so strenuously that it was a 
bump ball that the umpire caved in 
and allowed him to go on batting. 
Shortly afterwards, Kortright, the 
fiery fast bowler, bowled Grace, 
and sent two stumps flying, As W.G. 
walked reluctantly towards the 
dressing-room, Kortright called out, 
“What, are you going, Doctor? 
There's still one stump standing.” 
Grace was deeply wounded, and 
said that he had never been so in- 
sulted in his life. 

On the other hand, he was ex- 
tremely kind and genial, and would 
go to great lengths to encourage and , 
help young players beginning their 
careers. 

As befitted a great Victorian, 
everything about him was 
prodigious. He was well over six 
feet tall, and weighed over 15 stone, 
yet he could sprint and hurdle in 
championship class. He ate enor- 
mous meals, drank great draughts of 
chanipagne, played first class golf 
and bowls, hunted, looked after his 
patients, raised a large family, lived 
every day us if it were his fast. Utter- 
ly tireless, he always had time to 
play practical jokes. He died at the 
age of 67. 

Several commentators have made 
the point thal he never really grew 
up: Clifford Bax said bluntly, “He 
was ἢ case of arrested development, 
and remained, intellectually, always 
at the age of sixteen.” But there is 
nothing terrible about a boy of 
16, even if he lurks in a gigantic 
feame. lt was this boyish quality that 
gave him his zest, and enabled him 
to impose ‘the stump of his per- 
sonality on his age. ᾿ 

Midwinter ends his book by 
quoting D.L.A. Jephson's valedic- 
tory Jing to W.G.: “We thank you, 
friend, that once you lived." Nearly ᾿ 
70 years after the doctor's death, we 
‘still echo these words. [5]

DEVOTED readers of The 
Jerusalem Past will be as delighted 
as Lam by the publication in book 
form of the series of articles thal my 
colleague, Helga Dudman, wrote 
some yeurs ago ubout Tel Aviv 
streets. All thal wil and erudilion 
she devoted to streel names ob- 
viously deserved to be preserved 
hetween hard covers, not left to the 
ephemeral mercies of mere jour- 
natlism. 

Her book does not purport to be 
ἃ guide-byok or to provide lessens 
m geography, although it can be 
used for these purposes by visitors 
who want to walk — aut to ride — 
wong roads not included in the 
usual tourist beat. Duda takes us 
meandering along a few of the 
highways and many of the byways 
of Israeli history, duwn which her 
wayward feel huppen to have borne 
her. $f the street name wus  suf- 
heiently provocalive, this would 
sacral her on a voyage of exploration 
of the revolts of the person honuured, 
going back almost to Ure beginning 
of the Dispersion. 

Some streets in the world — in 
ΜῈ, for instimes -- ure 
wuste rly iid aiuitagintively given 
mule others refer te trees aul 
flavers, perhaps in the hope that 
some day they will become 
boulevards, appropriately adorned. 
Yet others that Helga Dudiun 
luund apparently guve up the ghost: 
ane of her discoveries is Lean Aleph 
(Whither 41 aud another is Le'an Bee 
Whither B). 


BUT SHE imerely mentions such 
oddities, and hurries on her way, 
nati) she finds herself in streets 
numed afler deceused people, ap- 
parently in the hope of conferring 
deserved immortality upon them. 
Keats tuuded the nightingale for its 
refusal tu be trodden down by the 
hungry generations: city fathers 
hope that survival after death will 
come [rum being trodden on for 
generations. 

ft does not always work. Dudman 
cites the sad example of peuple ac- 
tually living on Rothschild 
Boulevurd, who were interviewed 
on a radio quiz programme and had 
only the vaguest ideas of what type 
of man owned their street. She also 
notes that when Golda Meir was in 
Beilinson Hospital, she was shocked 
τὸ find that the younger members of 
the stall knew nothing at all about 
the man who had presumably made 
possible the existence of the place 
where.they worked. 

Street People should greatly aug- 
ment the power of street names to 
bring back the deceased: Dudman

Zionist leaders. He spoke 14 
languages, was a keen and 
proficient sportsman, a believer in 
“Muscular Zionism,” came from a 
strict Orthodox home but married a 
Protestant with his mother's com- 
plete approval, An attempt was 
mude to assassinate him, under the 
slogan of **Death to the African!” 
the would-be killer missed him but 
gat u bystander in the leg, and Nor- 


dau defended the attacker in the 
subsequent investigation, 

EVERY BODY, even the keeyest of 
republicans, hus heard of King 
George V. Untike his father Edward 
VIE and his son Edward VIIT, he led 
a blumeless life, and never inspired 
a television series. But a mysterious 
murder was committed ina park on 
his Teh Aviy street. Read all about it 
in Dudmun’s chapter, Monarchy and 
Murder.

The Protestant novelist, George 
Eliot, who “discovered" Zionism 
Jong before Herzl, in her novel 
Daniel Deronda, published in 1876, 
has streets in all three of Israel's 
jurgest cities, But, Dudman dis- 
covered with some indignation, 
Gracia Nasi, c. 1510-1569, ἃ Mur- 
rano stuteswoman described by 
Cecil Roth as “perhaps the most 
noteworthy Jewish woman in all 
history," and by some other 
authority, whose name Dudman 
does not give, as “perhaps the out- 
standing Jewish womun of the entire 
period between the fall of the 
Jewish state and the present’ has 
only got a street und a café in 
Tiberias, Israel’s three large cities 
ignore her. 

Prejudice because she was a Mar- 
rano? But George Eliot (really 
Mary Ann Evans) was a Gentile, 
and, what is more, she lived for 
years in sin with a married mun 
named George Lewes. It is high 
time thu lovers of Sephardi culture 
got adequate recognition for Gracia 
Nusi. 


THE STREETS named after Arturo 
Toseunini and Bronislaw Huberman 
meet appropriutely, Dudman points 
out, right opposile the box-office of 
the Mann Auditorium. Ut was the 
support of these two revered musi- 
ciuns in 1936/7 thal put our national 
symphony orchestra on the musical 
map, so the two men certainly 
deserve to be on our street maps. 

Dudmuan describes the hysterical 
scenes thut took place in Tel Aviv 
towards the end of 1936, not 
because of the Arab riots, but 
becuuse Toscanini was reported to 
be actually on his woy. “People 
stouped to blackmail and theft; the 
box-office was stormed and the 
police had to be called in to 
‘protect the orchestra staff from 
tickel-hungry crowds. In pioneer- 
ing, open-necked Te) Aviv, sub- 
merged ot luxuriant bourgeois 
yearnings ce ne to the fore and the 
wives of ticket-holders began fran- 
tic dressmaking sessions. That was 
the decade of the backless sheath, 
and the vision of pioneer music- 
lovers in deep décolleté astonished 
those who had never seen such a 
spectacle.” 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann committed 
the noblest gesture of anyone since 
the wounded Sir Philip Sidney gave 
up his glass of water to the dying 
private soldier at the battle of 
Zutphen: Weizmann surrendered 


public schools, Two years after hav- 
ing made the above remark, the reb- 
be went to his reward, and seven 
years afterwards Carpathian Jewry, 
annexed to Hungary from 1939, 
came under Nazi rule, and most of 
the Jews were transported to 
Auschwitz and murdered. Rabbi 
Joel Teitelbaum, the rebbe of Sat- 
mar, who had ransomed himself, 
logether with numerous survivors 
reached New York City, where he 
and others succeeded in re- 
establishing the hassidic life of their 
native region. 


HIS WORKS showed him the 
spiritual heir of the Munkacs rebbe.

The name of Leo Motzkin will 
not stump anyone: he was of course 
a fellow-student and u great friend 
of Weizmann's: they used to keep 
each other guing with loans. Weiz- 
mann carried on two love affairs 
simultaneously — one with Sophia 
Getzova, to whom he was officially

THERE ARE numerous other

The great beauty of the book is 
that we can join in all these wander- 
ings from a supine position in bed or 
armchair, although the fanatical 
may elect to do things the hard way.

A particular word of praise for 
the book jacket, which is really ¢s- 
ceptional.

THE “OTHERS” are Elizabeth 
Bowen, Henri Cartier-Bresson, 
Dame Edith Sitwell, and Alice B. 
Toklas. We don’t expect 
barbershop harmonies from such a 
quartet of prima donnas, each of 
whom led a personal life which pi- 
qued more than common curiosity. 
Inevitably, one suspects that with 
these reminiscences, based mainly 
on his journal of 30 years ago, Brin- 
nan is as interested in the titillation 
of voyeurism as in casting fresh light 
on his subjects. One's suspicions are 
not entirely justified. True, he does 
refer to the sex lives of his sextet. 
However, given the potential for in- 
discretion, Brinnan deserves high 
marks for tact. Here, for example, is 
Edith Sitwell holding forth: 

“The most scandalous thing is 
about to be perpetrated,’ she said. "1 
cannot understand why the poor 
woman's bones cannot be allowed 
to lie in peace. If one ἐς that way, os 
Τ᾿ happen μοὶ to be, one és that way, 
It is the proper concern of no one 
but oneself...'m speaking of Miss 
Emily Dickinson... One of your so- 
called scholars — a woman, mind 
you — hus...come up with the 
perfectly astonishing evidence that 
the grent love seems to have been a 
female.” 

Conveyed are views, self- 
revelation, and (best of all) voice. 

The danger is that this sort of 
memoir can degenerate into 
triviality. And on occasion it does. 

Of the cast, only Capote is a per- 
sonal friend, and his is the only 
portrait to benefit. from many en- 
counters over a long period. The 
others are acquaintances, most of 
which Brinnan made when he 
directed YMHA Poetry Centre in 
New York. (It was from that perch, 
you may recall, that he contacted 
Dylan Thomas, which led to his 
novice management of Thomas's 
celebrated “smash,” tours, all of 
which Brinnan chronicled in Dylan 
Thomas in America. The author has 
ἃ veritable tropism for "ποῖ᾽" 
literary subjects.) Particularly since 
Most of Brinnan’s subjects (Bowen, 
Sitwell, Tokias, and Eliot) express a 
strong aversion for those who 
trespass on their personal lives, his 
conscious subcurrent deals precise- 
ly with the ambiguities of exploiting

persons as fiterary (or 
photographic) subjects. 
DISINGENUOUSLY, Brinnan has 
it every which way. Conned by 
Cartier-Bresson into chauffeuring 
him for 70 days, searching from 
coast-to-coast for “the real 
America,” he is shocked by the 
phatogrepher's licence and 
ypocrisy: his camera “...was both 
agent and sign of a vast duplicity, At 
some polnt long ago,,., the available 
world had for Cartier become a 
world of ‘subjects' dispossessed of 
claims to the dignity of selfhood. As 
I began to succumb to the same 
dehumanizing process, ἰ saw how 
easy it is Lo impose on the innocent 
and unsuspecting, deceive them 
with sympathetic words, and rob 
them with smiles." 

Cartier is so far from the “inno- 
cent and unsuspecting,” with his 


Leica focused in one direction while 
actually recording images in 
another, thut we don't much mind 
when Brinnan turns the tables on 
him. (Their joint venture wos sup- 
posed to resull in ἃ book of photos 
with accompanying text; in the end, 
the photographer decided he didn’t 
need any text, Brinnan is still smar- 
ting.) Brinnan's portrait is artful and 
devastating. Along the way we 
catch revealing glimpses of the likes 
of Robinson Jeffers, Henry Miller, 
Frank Lloyd Wright, and William 
Faulkner, 

Earlier Brinnan chastises his pal 
Capote for his corruption, spending 
his life flying with “people who 
travel in their own sleek planes and 
their Silver Clouds, who keep empty 
villas around the Mediterranean." 
But Capote has the last word: "In 
the second and the third place, have 
[ ever been anywhere or done 
anything that didn’t sooner or later 
turn up between covers? Hardback 
and paperback? If someone is will- 
ing (ο pay for the cab, why shouldn't 
I sit back and enjoy the ride?” 

Sextet hasn't come out in paper- 
back yet, but it’s plain that it's 
older, wiser, richer author has 
ceased wrestling with ethical ghosts 


and has absorbed some lessons from 
his masters, Brinnan has retired 
from academic Jife and now “fol- 
lows the Seasons to a palazzo on the 
Grand Canal, a shack in Key West, 
8 seaside collage in Massachuset- 
ts." His brief foreword is concerned 
solely with the accuracy of his art; 
there isn't a peep about “the dignity 
of selfhood” of Ais subjects, 

Now all this wouldn't rankle 
(there's nothing wrong with a shack 
in Key Went) if Brinnan didn't take 
such pains to create this thoroughly 
nice, innocent, even gullible per- 
sona — Malcolm — asa foil for the 
literary lights. Yet Malcolm is also 
the chap who as a bumpkin 
impresario sent Dylan Thomas off 
on a tour that included this leisurely 
stretch of engagements: Berkeley 
(April 4, 1950), Vancouver (April 6), 
Seattle (April 7), Los Angeles (April 
10), Claremont (April 11), Santa 
Barbara (April 13), Oakland (April 
17), and San Francisco (April 18). 
Curtier-Bresson couldn't have 
choreographed The Sacrifice of 
Orpheus more adroitly. 


STILL, Brinnan’s intimate close~ 
ups are often engaging and per- 
suusive. Another question is 
whether they aller our perception of 
any of the personnges, or merely 
reinforce them. Is Brinnan, in short, 
offering anything new? 

In several encounters, the re- 
evaluations are rather startling, 
Here’s a “guess who": “Neither 
mousey, murmurous, dovelike, or 
supernumerary, she was tough, 
spirited, quick-witted, biting. She 
threw away wicked lines before | 
could catch them, pounced with a 
cackle on a foolish idea or an In- 
fluted reputation, kept a straight 
face as she spoke judgments that 
sizzled like acid on a grid.” Even 
those who have sampled Alice B, 
Toklas's vaunted recipe for mari- 
juana brownies will, I think, have to 
recast her bronze somewhat. 

More intractable, however, is the 
dour image of T.S. Eliot we 
recognize, respect, and (as Jews, 
anyway) generally revile. Travelling 
to London in 1950 to cajole TSE 
{among others) to add his lustre to 
the coming seasons of readings at 
the YMHA Poetry Centre, Brinnan, 


heart beating a Shakespearean rag, 
entered at the appointed hour the 
narrow precincts of Faber & Faber. 
After the preliminaries were over, it 
was Elfot who brought up the sub- 
ject of the Poetry Centre. Yes, for 
an attractive figure, he would give a 
reading. Brinnan, not a slower 
pouncer than Alice B. Toklas, 
sealed the gentlemanly deal. 

On his next visit to London, Brin- 
nan noticed sitting on Eliot's desk, 
“no doubt placed there by design,” 
a copy of an anthology of modern 
poetry he had co-edited. Eliot rif- 
fled through the pages: ‘i'm 
pleased,’ he said, ‘to find you've 
given generous space to Isaac 
Rosenberg.,, Sassoon and Owen get 
most of the attention when it comes 
to trench poets. To my mind, 
Rosenberg’s the best of them."’ 
What might this testimonial signify 
from the fumed creator of Bleistein, 
Rachel née Rabinovitch, und the 
squatting Jew of Antwerp — 4 con- 
sidered literary judgment or, 
perhaps bona fides for his next un- 
Merceniry readitig at the YMHA? 
It's of no signal importance to the 
Y's roving director. 


IN SUBSEQUENT incetings, Elivt- 
the-Tory denounces the “insanity” 
of the anti-communist McCarron 
Immigration Act (as it affects 
Stephen Spender), Soviet anti- 
Semitism, and Bible Belt 
xenophobia. Brinnan leaves no 
doubt of his belief in Eliot's 
sincerily when he publishes (for the 
first time) the text of an Eliot letter 
on Soviet anti-Semitism. Each may 
judge for himself; I find it hard not 
to suspect that our author was not 
all too willingly duped yet once 
again. The entire sequence with 
Eliot is rather delectable. (Indeed, 
their final exchange takes place in 
the men's room of the Hotel Con- 
naught.) 

Sextet, then, is really a septet, 
with Brinnan among the characters. 
The photographs — captionless but 
spotted precisely where they coin- 
cide with the text — are striking ; 
the style is fluid and ingratiating; his 
eye and car are faultless. It is not 
Brinnan the craftsman who calls 
forth reservations; it is Brinnan the 
crafty. [5] 


THE KIDNAPPING of publishing 
heiress Patricia Campbell Hearst in 
February 1974 marked the beginn- 
ing of one of the more bizarre 
chapters in the history of latter-day 
American radicalism. Whisked from 
her Berkeley apartment by members 
of the Symbionese Liberation Army, 
_by an ex-convict and former 
police informer, Donald (Field 
Marshal Cinque) De Freeze, young 
Hearst celebrated her 19th birthday 
Ned and blindfolded in a closet. 
When her ransom, a multi- 
million-dollar food-distribution 
Programne for the poor, was not ex- 
Pedited swiftly enough, De Freeze 
issued a communique announcing 
that Patty Hearst had joined the 
tanks of the SLA. A photograph

armed robbery, she was sentenced 
to seven years’ imprisonment, 
which oddly enough, meant that her 
original captors, the Harrises, 
would be out on the streets before 
her, After two years in the slammer, 
however, the president ordered her 
release. 


HAD THE SLA abducted 8 lesser 
figure than the granddaughter of a 
major American publishing 
magnate, there is little doubt that it 
would by now figure as little more 
than a to 
American radicalism. Indeed, for all 
its interest in the recapture of 
‘ radical fugitives at the close -of the 
Sixties, the FBI never included the 
SLA on ‘its “most wanted” list. As 
one field agent put it, “They simply 
didn’t qualify.” For that reason 
alone, the appearance of Hearst's 


otnote in the annals of” 


autobiographical Every Secret Thing 
is as suspect as it is inevitable. And 
466 pages is one hell of a long foot- 
note, ᾿ 

Of course, anyone feeling a need 
to establish the guilt or innocence of 
the author would best be advised to 
look elsewhere for an answer. If not 
even the Watergate crew managed 
to come clean in its collected 
memoirs, it is hardly reasonable to 
expect Ms. Hearst to fly in the face 
of legitimate seff-interest. 

In the long run, any possible con- 
clusions would have to depend upon 
one's attitude towards the fabulous- 
ly wealthy and privileged. Or 
towards the perpetrators of leN- 
wing violence in America. The com- 
bination of these two elements, as 
evidenced by the thoroughly wild 
media coverage of the event, could 
be firmly depended -upon to blow 
away any vestige of reasonable ob- 
jectivity. © 

Doubtless, the bottom line is that 
Hearst got a bum deal. Had she not 
borne the Hearst name, she would 
probably not have been targeted for 
abduction. Had ahe been spared 
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that, it is highly unlikely that she 
would have opted for a career of 
urban insurgency, The jury 
however, apparently believed 
otherwise, since she did not once 
attempt to defy or flee from her 
captors. 

Some may even have suspected 
her of engineering the kidnapping, 
though 1 expect that her rather in- 
nocuous boyfriend, with whom she 
shared an apartment, would have by 
now mouthed off his suspicions. A 
lover scorned can generally be 


‘counted upon to get in his licks. 


That, however, has nol happened to 
date, 


. WAS ‘HEARST brainwashed? If her 


own account of her captivity is only 
partially accurate, it would be 
reasonable to assume so. She was 
kept In a dark closet, bound and 
blindfolded, for roughly nine weeks, 
constantly threatened with . death, 
senselessly frightened, and con- 
tinually berated for her privileged 
origins, 
which more often than not included 
Hearst, were the rule. 

Dr. Robert Jay Lifton, perhaps 
the most renowned speciallst in 
“coercive persuasion” in the U.S. 
today, testified that Hearst's 


‘behaviour immediately following 


arrest, and in particular- her per- 
sistence in uttering radical slogans, 


Self-criticism sessions, - 


indicated an almost classic instance 
of brainwashing, 

Unfortunately, Patty Hearst was 
a pushover. Though nominally intel- 
ligent, she comes across in her ac- 
count as a remarkably weak-willed 
and unassertive young person, un- 
able to deal with the most clumsy 
violations of her sense of self, She 
appears to have been easily 
dominated throughout her life — by 
her father, by the nuns at her 
Catholic school, and by her 
boyfriend, Stephen Weed. Field 
Marshal Cinque was, in fact, not the 
jast: upon her release from prison, 
she married one of her bodyguards. 
You go figure it out. 

Of course, it would not be beyond 
the realm of the possible to con- 
ceive of Every Secret Thing as an 
odious pack of lies. Clearly, Hearst 
didn't do it for the money. 
J am perfectly willing to 
extend to her the benefit of the 
ddubt. 

As the late John Wayne said in 
the aftermath of the Jonestown 
massacre, "11 seems to me quile odd 
that the American people have im- 
mediately accepted the fact that 
one man can brainwash 900 human 
beings into mass suicide,:but will - 
hol accept the fact that a ruthless 
group, the SLA, could brainwesh a

A quick scan of 
the book's jacket reveals that 
reviewers at the New York Times, 
The Observer, The New York Review 
of Books, New Fiction, The Listener, 
and the Washington Post all found 
RW “extraordinary.” Time's man 
settled: on a jejune “‘rare," The 
Guardian's stretched for 
“remarkable,” but “extraordinary”

This {s a story about the survivors, 
after wo/man has been blasted back 
into an tran Age, as refracted 
through the limpid consciousness of 
(2-yenr-old Riddley Walker. Man is 
bereft οἵ more than his science, 
past and culture. Hoban in- 
vents an appropriately battered 
language to embody the magnitude 
of the blow civilization fails to sus- 
tain, Here, early in the book, Rid- 
dley becomes an orphan:

THE PUBLICATION of the final 
volume of the Ensiglopedia Migra'it 
ls an occasion that students of the 
Bible should celebrate. The present 
volume represents the culmination 
of & project, conceived in pre-State 
days, and executed by two genera- 
tions of Israeli scholars, 

The Migra'it is under the joint 

nsorship of the Bialik Institute, 
the publishing house of the Jewish 
Agency, and the Museum of Jewish 
Antiquities of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity. With the first volume (issued in 
1950), it became clear that this en- 
cyclopedia was to take its place 
among the major thesauri of the Bi- 
ble, 11 is more than just an 
alphabetical listing of names, places 
and things in the biblical text. As 
stated in the foreword to Vol. 1, the 
encyclopedia employs ‘the 
historical method, which aims to ar- 
rive at a reconstruction of the past, 
without prejudgements or 
preconceptions... on the basis of 
sources and documents which have 
reached us. It will attempt to give a 
faithful picture of the world in 
which the books of the Bible were 
created... and how they were under- 
stood by their contempqrarics." 

To reach these goals, it has been 
necessary to survey the rich 
atcheological and epigraphic finds 
discovered in Israe) and Its 
neighbouring lands, for these finds. 
have provided the major pieces of 
an ever-unfolding puzzle — the 
téeconstruction of biblical Israel,

ΙΝ LAST WEIK's column, | 
described some of the nightmares 
encountered by the Israeli heme- 
buyer when trying to register title te 
his propeny with the Tabu, as the 
Land Registry is cammonly known, 
This week 1 shall try to explain the 
niin factors that offen cause years 
of delay in registering with the 
Tabu, and what the consumer can 
do τὸ anticipate such difficulties and 
try to avid them. 

According to fhe Israel Lands 
Law of 1970, the only recognized ti- 
the to reul estate is registration in the 
Tabu. The lawmukers, however, did 
Hot make it mandatory to register 
Property in a buyer's name within a 
specified period. 

A promise of transfer in the Tahu 
18 dn accepted clause in the contract 
hetween Vendor and purchaser, but 
i is often nat curried out as agreed. 

Because of the many potential 
pitfalls in home purchase, and the 
Uncertainty ef smooth transfer, all 
responsible consumer counsellors 
advise the hame-buyer tO engage ἃ 
lawyer lo help Nim through the 
labyrinth, This added capeme is 
worthwhily, even when buying from 
a building vontractor, when one has 
ta pay a hefty fee to Afy lawyer. 


A LAWYER can estimate the 
likelihood of the property being 
registered in the Tabu within a 
reasonable period of time. With 
private builders, the contract 
generally stipulates that this will be 
done within a year of completion of 
the building — but the deadline is 
not always met, 

With public housing, built by 
various companies on the initiative 
of the Housing Ministry, a date may 
nol even be stipulated, Such public 
housing projects ure usually erected 
on what is known as public lands, 
legally belonging to the Israel Lands 
Adiinistration, the Development 
Authority, of the Jewish National 
Fund. Eventual Tabu registration, if 
und when it tikes place, is in terms 
uf a long lease (Aahira) for a period 
of 49, 99 of even 999 years, with a 
ground rent payable αἱ the end of 
the lease, 

Though housing projects on 
public lund have traditionally had’ 
less chance of speedy registration in 
the Tabu, most buyers have not 

heen overly concerned by this. 

As one lawyer put it, the big 
public housing companies act as 
.some kind of “junior Tabu 
registries,” where sales are duty 
recorded, and trafslers noted when 
gne purchaser sells his apartment to” 
another. 

. When dealing with a public com- 
pany, buyers have been relatively 
confident that their right to regisiru- 
tion will be ensured, once the neces- 
sury preliminaries are ironed out. 

When registration is unduly 
delayed the purchaser is generally 
-given one -of lwo explanulions:

There are cases of buildings com- 
pletely erected and inhabited before 
ἃ municipal building licence has 
been formally approved, Consumer 
bodies advise a prospective buyer to 
check with the loca! authority that 
the contractor has a proper licence 
for that particular building before 
he signs a contract.

Jerusalem (Tel. 02-240863), that the 
contractor in question is licensed to 
pursue his trade.

EVEN IF parcelling and licensing 
are in order, there is another major 
hurdle before ownership can be 
registered in the Tabu. This is the 
gathering of proof that no taxes are 
owed on the property in question. 
Some of these debts are the respon- 
sibility of the vendor; others are the | 
responsibility of the buyer, par- 
ticularly if he has already been in- 
habiting the apartment for some 
time. Some old debts may refer 
back to the owner of the plot itself, 
who is not necessarily the same 
person as the vendor of the building. 


THE GOVERNMENT seems to 
feel that registration time for 
property is the ideal occasion for 
catching up with all sorts of uf- 
fenders on back rites and taxes 
both municipal and national. 

At the Tabu they tried to con- 
vince me that these clearances are 


“relatively few in number, and not 


hard to obtain. Experience shows 
otherwise. 

Clearance from the Socal 
authorities means that nothing is 
owing in the way of householders’ 
lax farnona), water and sewage 
rales, or such services as street 
improvement. 

From the Finance Ministry there 
must be proof that nothing is owed 
in property tax (mas rehush), land 
appreciation tax (vias shevak), ac- 
quisition tax {mas rehisha). or any 
other type of tax. , 

When it comes to land apprecia- 
tion tax there is a real “Catch 22." 
Building contractors are exempt 
from this, but to get this exemption, 
the contractor must have an absakite- 
ly dean record with the income tax 
authorities. : 

It does not take much imagina- 
tion to realize that most contrac- 
tors’ income tax files are rarely in 
perfect, up-to-date order, and this 
is a frequent obstacle to receiving 
cerlificates for registration in the 
Tabu. 


WITH ALL the complications con- 
nected with registration in the 
Tabu, let me point out that my 
criticisms are aimed at the system 
itself, not at the public servants 
directly responsible for carrying tt 
out, Attempts are being made to 


_ modernize Tabu offices, such as the 


one in Petah Tikva, where a pilot 
project in computerization is un- 
derway, and where officials ore €n- 
couraged to be helpful in explaining 
procedures to citizens, particularly 
new immigrants. 1 owe particular
